The city of Washington sets an ex- 
ample to the rest of the nation by 
planting from two thousand to three 
thousHHd trees on Its streets every 
year. 

Mayor Harrison of Chicago states 
that Llie brewers advanced $5U0,OUu of 
the saloon license money In that city to 
enable the saloon men to continue in 
business. 

It is stated that the Itomau Catholic 
church in this country has received, in 
gifts and subscriptions, one million of 
dollars toward the University to bo es 
tabtisbed at Washington. 

I'mi J. ft, Gilchrist has been reliev- 
ed of the i'rinclpalship of the lows 
State Normal School at Cedar Falls, 
Iowa, and will be succeeded by Prof. 
H. H. Hurley of Uskaloosa, lewa. 

A uultiue present to President Cleve- 
land was a copy of tbe Ithaca Demo- 
crat, printed on white silk, with white 
satin bows, and containing an elabor- 
ale account of his wedding, with wood- 
cuts. 

Tbe Kentucky Legislature has passed 
a bill to establish a normal school for 
tbe use of the colored people. It ap 
piopriates $*,0uU for the erection of 
buildings, and an annual allowance of 
$3, too for their maintenance. 

Crop reports from 1,108 townships in 
Ohio have been received at the ollice of 
tbe State Hoard of Agriculture. The 
indications are tbat tbe yield of corn 
and oats will be about the average, 
while the wheat crop will be above tbe 
average. ' 

The notorious Oneida Community 
seems to have been pretty completely 
broken up. Its founder, John H. 
Koyes, is dead j the majurity of the 
members have married ; the rest have 
abandoned ''multiple marriage," in 
accordance with the pledge given to 
tbe public of that region some years 
ago. 

fit. Paul, July «.— The Pioneer- Press 
prints reports of the condition of spring 
wheat from every wheat- growing 
county in Minnesota and nkota, and 
about 100 counties in Iowa, Wisconsin, 
and Nebraska. The crop Is iu much 
worse condition than ou June 1. Hot 
weather and drouth are drying up the 
creps. Unless rain comes very soon, 
tight crops of nit grains are all that can 
be expected. 

Atlanta, July «.— The Kimball House 
bar Is open as usual, except that tf a 
man wants a drink he has to buy a 
quart to get it. The Local Option law, 
which went into effect on Julv 1, closed 
every barroom in tbe city, but the 
holders of wholesale licenses not yet 
expired demanded protection until tbe 
expiration of their licenses. Tbe 
question was decided In their favor, 
aid about half a dozen houses have a 
monopoly of the the business for saver- 
s' weeks. 

One of these licenses does not expire 
until the middle of October. It was 
held by a small grocer, who has sold It 
to the Kimball House for several tbou- 
Band dollars. The Kimball House to- 
day opened its bar, and will keep it 
open until Oct. 9. 

The Pennsylvania Hailroad Compan 
has instituted a reform which will re- 
ceive the support and encouragement 
of all good citizens, and will lead tbe 
way for a great change in Sabbath 
railway business. Its managers have 
agreed to make no more contracts for 
Sabbath excursions, and a few weeks 
ago ordered all trains not loaded with 


stock, ou the main line, to stop from 
six o'clock Saturday night till next day 
midnight, and tbe men to be sent to 
their homes. Highly gratifying re 
ports of tbe effect upon the men are 
given, and the new movement seems 
to be immediately a great success. 


Volcanic Eruption*. 

San Francisco, July 11.— The steam- 
er Alameda, which arrived today 
brings particulars of the fearful vol- 
canic eruptions in New Zealand last 
month, and which are among tbe most 
destructive in tbe world's history. Tbe 
natives of tbat village were Bharply 
awakened from sleep at 2 o'clock in the 
morning by repeated vivid flashes of 
lightning, which continued at rapid 
intervals up to 4 o'clock when a tre- 
mendous earthquake occurred, follow- 
ed quickly by others. 

The shocks were so violent that peo- 
ple jumped from their beds and lied for 
their lives in their nigbt-c tot lies, mak- 
ing no effort to save or take anything 
with them except their children. 

The earthquakes continued to follow 
one another in quick succession up to 
7 a. m. when a leaden -colored cloud 
was observed advancing from the 
south, spreading out until It covered 
the sky, While still moving It burst 
with a* sound of thunder, and shortly 
afterward showers of line dust began 
falliag. 

The entire country, 120 miles long 
by twenty Infbredth, was nothing but 
a mass of name and hot, crumbling 
soil, which in places rose to a height of 
4,000 feet. 

During all this time sbowers of dust 
continued to fall until it became so 
dense as to make the day as dark as 
night, and not until the second day 
did the dust cease falling. It was no- 
ticed tbat the duet emitted a strong 
sulphurous smell. Numerous small na- 
tive villages were totally destroyed. 
Wairo was covered to a depth of teu 
feet with dust and ashes. Rabtoma- 
haha was completely engulfed, as were 
also some other small villages. 

One hundred and twenty persons are 
known to have lost their lives, among 
whom were several Knelish residents. 
The' loss of cattle, starved in death 
from the destruction of pastures by 
dust, is very great, and great distress 
exists throughout all the Auckland 
Lake district. One old man. Chief at 
Batoura, was dug out alive, after hav- 
ing been burled in ashes for ten hours. 
Every effort was made to save tbe 
lives of others, but in most cases where 
bodies were found they weie dead.

A Hotel 
there purchased a license of a 
grocer, which granted the right 
to sell liquor by the quart, and 
then they famished gl asses tor 
drinkers to divide it. This, the 
Court decided was selling by re- 
tail and the bar was closed by the 
authorities. They mean business 
down there. 


The storm last Tuesday night 
was very destructive iu several 
sections of Ohio. In Holmes coun- 
ty considerable damage was done 
to crops and by the lightning. 
Houses were unroofed at Stuben- 
ville. At Wooater hundreds of 
English Bparrows were, killed. 
Houses were unroofed in Smith- 
field, Tbe storm continued into 
Pennsylvania, doing much dam- 
age in some localities.
